America can confer,” said the em ­ 
peror. 
Last night the prince was given a 
dinner by the city of Boston and sat 
at a table with more than 2do of the 
I representative citizens of the common- 
1 wealth. 
He resumed his journey early 
’ ibis morning and today is visiting Al- 
j bany and the United States m ilitary 
J academ y at West Point, en route to 
New York, which he will reach this 


I evening. 
J 
Boston was reached on schedule 
and as soon as the spin jai halted in 
South station Mayor Conins and a del­ 
egation of city officials boarded the 
train 
and 
were introduced 
to the 
prince by Ambassador Von HoUeben. 
There was an exchange of greetings 
and the prince, bis staff and the mem­ 
bers of the American escort were 
shown to carriages w aiting at the 
driveway of the depot. 
Escorted by 
cavalrym en and naval militiamen, the 
party was driven to Hotel Somerset. 
The people were densely packed be­ 
hind the police lines and every build­ 
ing was crowded. 
The prince wore 
his naval uniform and acknowledged 
the g re e tin g with his characteristic 
salute. 
When the (arriage reached 
the common a battery sounded a royal 
salute. 
At the Somers* t the prince, sur­ 
rounded by his staff in full uniform, 
received Governor Crane, who came 
with an equally 
brilliant staff, and 
when the call was ended the prince 
started for the statehouse to return 
tho courtesy. 
After he had paid his 
respects to Governor Crane he entered 
the house of representatives, where 
the legislature was in session and was 
presented from the forum by President 
Soule of the senate. 
Leaving the 
cham ber he was shown the battleflags 
carried by the regim ents of the state 
In the civil war. 
After th a t he re­ 
entered his carriage and was driven 
to the public library, where he re­ 
turned 
the call of 
Mayor Collins. 
Thirty five veterans who fought with 
his grandfather In the Franco-Prussian 
war. were presented at the library and 
the prince shook hands with them all 
and asked them questions. 
The cer­ 
emony at the library over. the prince 
returned to the Somerset and after a 
short 
wait there started for Cam­ 
bridge. 
Mayor McNamee gave him 
the freedom of the city of Cambridge 
and the school children sang for him 
at the city hall. 
A* tV,e university he was first taken 
to Memorial hall, where he met tho 
corporation of the college, and then 
to Sa®dors theater, w here the degree 
urns 
conferred by 
President 
Eliot, 
who appeared in tho sch o lars gown. 
The prince did not respond in speech 
to the address of the president, but 
eimply bowed an acknowledgement. 
He was next escorted to the faculty 
room. where he met the faculty, and 
with his staff lunched with them. This 
was an entirely informal affair and at 
Its conclusion the entire party repair­ 
ed to the Harvard union. 
This build­ 
ing was filled with students and other 
representatives 
of 
collegiate 
life, 
w here an interesting program was 
conducted, after which, escorted by 
cavalry, the prince returned to the 
Bomereet. 


Five Men Slain W hen a Foul S h aft 
Was Opened. 
Monongahela, Pa., March 7.—An ex­ 
plosion in the Cats burg mine of the 
M onongahela Rive,- Consolidated Coal 
aud Coke company yesterday resulted 
in the death of five men and serious 
injuiy ut several others, two fatally. 
On I Sunday a prem ature explosion of 
dynam ite caused gas to ignite, and 
since that time the mine has been 
bu.rung. 
Ail the cir channels were 
closed, and it was 
hoped that the 
flames could be smothered. 
Yester­ 
day 2d men entered the mine to in­ 
vestigate. 
It is not explained what 
caused the explosion, but it is thought 
that the turning on of the air, which 
had been shut off. by the fan caused 
the gas which La , „ 
..ululated to ig­ 
nite. 
A terrible explosion followed 
soon alter the men entered. 
A relief 
party headed by Superintendent Sed- 
doa and Mine Inspector Ixiutitt made 
an effort and nearly 
succeeded in 
reaching the imprisoned men. but were 
coml. ‘lied to return for air. 
All were 
ov( rcome and are in a serious condi­ 
tion. 
A sec ond relief party headed by 
John Coulter entered the mine by an­ 
other way, but a second explosion oc­ 
curred and they were forced to re­ 
treat. 
A third relief party made a 
futile attem pt. 
Further attem pts will 
be made to rearh the bodies of the 
men who are believed to have per­ 
ished. Jam es Hagtrer was reached by 
one rescuing party. 
He was found 
badly burned. 
Jam es T errent was 
burned by the flames that shot up all 
around him, but ho crawled a thousand 
feet from his companion. Gilder, who 
was instantly killed.

LINER WENT DOWN 


Disastrous Collision of Big 
Vessels Occurs Off Holy­ 
head, Wales. 


TWO PASSENO KRS LOST 


Oat of More Than One Hundred Pas­ 
sengers On the Vessel Hot Two 
Are Lost In the Wreck. 


Steamers Come Together In the Fog 
aud the Waesland Goes Down In 
Half Au Hour. 


I m ir e V alley Tied I'p. 
Bethlehem. Pa., 
March 7.—Snow­ 
drifts I" feet deep extend from one 
end of the Lehigh valley to the other, 
blocking the trolley roads and the Le­ 
high and Lackawanna branch of the 
Jersey Central roalroad and choking 
up every township road between here 
and the 
Blue 
M ountains. 
Reports 
from Wind Gap and vicinity say that 
much livestock has perished. 
Accom- 
lanying the storm is the em barass- 
ment of the coal dealers and a famine 
they say is inevitable. 


Liverpool, March 7.—The American 
line steam er W aesland, Capt. Atfeld, 
from Liverpool March 5 for Philadel­ 
phia, and the British ship Harmoni- 
des, Capt. Pentin, from Para Feb. 13 
for Liverpool, met In collision last 
night 
off 
Holyhead, 
Wales. 
The 
W aesland sank. 
Her passengers and 
crew were saved. 
The Harmonidea 
rescued the passenger and crew of the 
W aesland and brought them to Liver­ 
pool. 
The W aesland carried 32 cabin 
and 82 steerage passengers. 
They 
were received by the agents of the 
American line here and were quar­ 
tered at various hotels. 
The collision occurred in a thick fog, 
when the W aesland 
was about 40 
miles southw est of Holyhead. 
The 
Harmonide8 
struck 
the 
W aesland 
am idships and there was a terrible 
shock. 
Most of the W aesland’s pas­ 
sengers had retired for the night. 
Perfect order and discipline prevail­ 
ed. 
The crew of the steam er rapidly 
turned out the passengers and suc­ 
ceeded in assuring them th at their 
lives were safe. The passengers were 
greatly Influenced by the coolness of 
the crew and obeyed instructions will­ 
ingly and quickly. 
The W aesland's 
boats were speedily got out and in 
less than half an hour the entire ship’s 
company had been transferred to the 
Harmonides. 
Unfortunately two lives 
were lost. 
The deni are a steerage 
passenger named 
Dangerfield and a 
child named Elsie Emmett, the daugh­ 
ter of a cabin passenger. 
The W aesland sank in 35 m inutes 
after the collision. 
The passengers 
and crew lost all their belongings. 
The vessel carried no mails. The pas­ 
sengers unite in the highest praise of 
the behavior of Capt. Apfeld and his 
crew 
It is expected that the company 
will send the passengers by another 
vessel next week. 
The W aesland is owned by the In­ 
ternational Navigation company but 
flies the Belgian flag 
She plied reg­ 
ularly in the American line service be­ 
tween 
Philadelphia 
and 
Liverpool, 
touching at Queenstown 
each way. 
Form erly she was known as the Rus­ 
sia. 
She Is a four-masted bark-rigged 
Iron vessel of 3,676 tons net.

paraphernalia which seems to be a 
‘■jonah,” for the reason that the law 
will not authorize its sale or disposal 
in any way. 
It is held that his only 
course is to destroy the property 
The fight between Attorney J. W. 
Ogden, who is vice president of the 
People's National bank, and Charles 
H. Roberts over the appraisem ent of 
Kelley’s saloon stock is still the talk 
of the town. 
Ogden precipitated the 
trouble, it is claimed, and drew a knife 
with a threat to ‘‘cut Roberts’ heart 
out,” when friends interfered.

are Kentuckians. 
Especial surprise 
is expressed because the deputy sher­ 
iff who was present made no interfer­ 
ence. 
Ogden is quoted as saying he 
proposes to see that local gam blers 
are sent to prison for conspiracy to

D u rb in C overs Himself W ith 
G lory at C in cinn ati. 
Indianapolis. March 7.—A number 
of Governor Durbin’s friends have 
called on him the last two days to 
find out of him how much truth there 
is in the report that Governor Beck* 
ham of Kentucky refused to attend 
the cham ber of commerce banquet at 
Cincinnati because of the presence of 
Indiana's ohief executive as a guest 
of honor. Governor Durbin pooh-poohs 
the report. 
He gives Governor Beck­ 
ham credit with being too broad to let 
an official act of the governor of an­ 
other state, although it was displeas­ 
ing. cause him to think of retaliation 
in such m anner. Until he has positive 
evidence th at Governor Beckham re­ 
fused to he present on his account he 
will take no stock In such reports. 
There are, however, many who believe 
that Beckham would have participated 
in the banquet but for the presence 
of Governor Durbin. 
The latter’s 
friends have learned with pride that 
his toast was one of (he distinct hits 
of the program and they feel that he 
is becoming som ething of an after­ 
dinner speaker, although he does not 
make any pretensions in that line. 


Mason J. Niblack of Vincennes, who 
was in Indianapolis today, says there 
is no doubt but that congress will 
mak<* an appropriation this session 
for the erection of a government build­ 
ing at Vincennes as a memorial to 
George Rogers Clark. H e was Inform­ 
ed while in W ashington last week by 
Senator Fairbanks, chairman of the 
com m ittee on public buildings and 
grounds th a t the bill for the building 
will be passed soon. 
The rules are 
th at where there is no federal court 
or revenue departm ent government 
buildings are made but one story high, 
but Niblack says an exception will be 
made In the case of Vincennes. 
The 
second floor wiil be a memorial hall 
for the preservation of all relics con­ 
nected with the memorable campaign 
of Clark, which is one of the great in­ 
cidents of the early history of Indiana.

Greencastle, Ind., March 7.—Jacob ; 
Reynolds threw a little girl from a 
moving train on the Monon railroad 
at 
Limedale 
yesterday, 
He 
then 
jumped after her, escaping a Ken­ 
tucky sheriff who had been after him 
since October ll. 
The sheriff had arrested Reynolds 
at Valparaiso on a w arrant charging 
him with kidnapping the little daugh­ 
ter of a married woman who lives In 
Green county, Kentucky. 
Reynolds 
says he is the father of the child, but 
the woman denies it. 
The prisoner 
was being taken 
back to Kentucky 
and the handcuffs were removed from 
him to permit him to take the little 
girl into the other end of the car. His 
continued absence alarm ed the sheriff 
finally and his suspicions of an escape 
were fulfilled when he and the con-1 
ductor made a search for Reynolds. 
Fourteen hours later, at a spot 15 
m iles from where Reynolds left the 
train, he was again arrested. 
Both 
he and the child were badly scratched 
by their fall from the train. 


R. C. Hillis of Logansport, a candi­ 
date for the Republican nomination for 
superintendent of public instruction, 
was here today looking after his in­ 
terests.

For example, the Swedish bride fills 
her pocket w ith bread, which she dis­ 
penses to every one she meets on her 
w ay to church, every piece she gives 
aw ay averting, as she believes, a m is­ 
fortune. 
On the threshold of her new home a 
bride in Servia is presented w ith a 
plate of bonbons, one of w hich she and 
the bridegroom share between them, 
the divided bonbon signifying th a t no 
bitterness shall divide them. 
A sieve 
of w heat corn is also given to the bride. 
Of 
this she 
tak es three 
handfuls, 
throw s it over her head, em ptying the 
sieve upon the ground. 
The scattered 
corn denotes th a t th e bride brings joy 
and prosperity into her new home. The 
bride is still outside the door, nor can 
she enter until she has placed tw o 
loaves of bread beneath her arm s and 
taken a bottle of w ine into her hands. 
W ith these emblems she a t length 
crosses the threshold of her future 
home. 
At the first meal of the newly 
married pair bread and w ine m ust be 
taken by both to denote th a t thence- 


I forward all they have shall be equally 
divided between them and th a t their 
married life shall Ire passed in unity 
and fidelity. 
A Russian wooing culm inates in the 
betrothal feast, at which the bride elect 
in retu rn for a long tress of hair which 
she has given to th e bridegroom re­ 
ceives bread and salt and an alm ond 
cake. 
In Holland if a young man is in love 
with a girl and w ishes to ask her hand 
In m arriage he buys a small sw eet 
cake and, w rapping it up in soft paper, 
proceeds to the house of his inam orata, j 
H e is ushered into the m idst of the 
family circle. 
W ithout 
a 
w ord he 
w alks up to the young lady and lays ; 
the cake on the table before her. 
The 
rest of the family affect not to notice 
anything unusual and continue their 
work or their reading. The young man 
turns aside and talks to the fath er or 
mother on some very ordinary subject, 
keeping his eyes eagerly fixed on the 
girl while he is conversing. 
If she ac- , 
cepts his offer, she takes up the cake 
and eats it 
If she is a coquettish 
damsel, she tortures the young m an by 
turning it over and playing w ith it be­ 
fore she decides to taste it and th en en­ 
raptures him by eating it to the last 
crumb.

P artak in g of tw o tiny glasses of wine 
is all the ceremony necessary to m ake 
a m arriage in some Chinese provinces, 
provided a quantity of fireworks are 
set ofT. 
T hese are to w ake th e “great j 
joss” from his sleep th a t he m ay w it­ 
ness the ceremony. 
At a H ebrew w edding man and w ife j 
sip from one cup of wine, symbolizing 
participation in the Joys and pain of 
earthly life. 
T h e emptied goblet is; 
placed on the floor and crushed into a 
thousand pieces by the bridegroom, 
who th u s show s th a t he will p ut his 
foot on all evils th a t may en ter the 
fam ily circle. 
At an E gyptian w edding feast meat 
is not eaten because of the belief th at 
it would lead to fu ture bickerings be­ 
tw een them . Eggs, fru its and sweets 
a te served. The first meal in the new- 
house cannot be touched until, after j 
every device know n to the bridegroom, 
the bride has been a t last induced to 
speak. Once she u tters a word, he claps 
his hands, and supper is brought to 
thorn. 
M arried by candy is the plan in B ur­ 
ma. Of all m arriage rites this takes 
the palm for conciseness and sweet 
simplicity. H ere th e dusky lady takes 
the initiative. 
Seeing a youth who 
pleases her, she offers him a sweet. If 
he accepts her proposal, he promptly 
eats the token of affection, and they 
are thereby m ade m an and wife. 
In 
tho act of eating alone this m ost prim ­ 
itive rite consists. If the youth be not 
favorably disposed, he rem arks with 
all gallantry th a t th a t particular candy 
is not to his- taste, and the m atter is 
ended. In M andalay three w eeks after 
a m arriage kinsmen bring the bride 
groom a bowl of rice, a vessel of wine

The new spaper laws of Mexico are 
very stringent, 
lf any person is men­ 
tioned in a new spaper article and feels 
offended about it, he can easily send 
the editor of the paper and the waiter 
of the article to prison. 
The state­ 
ments may have been fa r within the 
limits of tru th and justice, b u t th a t 
makes no difference. 
The editor in­ 
communicado has a chance to think 
about tho law. and the aggrieved per­ 
son smiles pleasantly. 
After aw hile 
the law gets in Its work, the case is in­ 
vestigated. aud the editor is punished, 
for even the tru th is libelous, and libel 
Is one of the offenses most severely 
condemned. 
According to tile theory of th e Mexi­ 
can law, every person has a right to go 
about entirely free from annoyance by 
other persons. 
If the person violates 
the law. the new spaper has no right to 
say so. 
It can lay information before 
the courts if it w ants to, but It must 
not say in its columns th a t it has done 
so. Then the law will step in and take 
charge of the offender, b u t th e repre­ 
sentatives of the paper will not be al­ 
lowed to attend the trial, and only the 
bare result, a fte r weeks of waiting, 
can be told to the public. 
If the offense charged against the ed­ 
itor is regarded by the first m agistrate 
to w hom th* complaint is made as be­ 
ing especially grave, th e paper is gen­ 
erally suppressed. 
The complaint has 
been received and passed upon. 
I lien 
a squad of police descends upon the 
printing office. 
Sometimes all the em­ 
ployees are arrested, sometimes only 
the editor. 
Then the doors of the 
building are closed, official seal* are 
placed upon them, and a guard is sta ­ 
tioned to see th at no one tries to en­ 
ter. 
For three days the editor can do 
nothing. 
The law s under which he Is 
arrested are modeled aft^r those of the 
code Napoleon, and for three days he 
Is held incommunicado, while the au­ 
thorities hunt up evidence. 
Then he 
is given a hearing. 
In the m eantim e 


i his paper has been suppressed, and in 
m any cases it never comes to life again, 
even though the editor may eventually 
clear himself of all blame.—Pittsburg 
; Dispatch. 


HOW THE CHINESE GET RAIN 


to m e P e c u lia r P ra c tice * In T o g a e In 
th e C e le s tia l K in g d o m . 
I t is one of the peculiarities of the 
Chinese that, w hile they have develop­ 
ed elaborate philosophers, none of them 
has led to an y confidence In the uni­ 
form ity of nature. Neither th e people 
nor their rulers have any fixed opinion 
as to the cause of rainfall. T he plan In 
some provinces when the need of rain 
is felt is to borrow a god from a neigh­ 
boring district und petition him for the 
desired result. If his an sw er is satis­ 
factory, he is returned to his home 
w ith every m ark of honor; otherw ise 
he m ay be put out in the su n as a hint 
to w ak e up and do his duty. A bunch 
of willow is usually th ru st into his 
hand, as willow is sensitive to mois­ 
ture. 
Another plan in extensive use is the 
building of special tem ples in which 
are wells containing several iron ta ­ 
bles. W hen there is a scarcity of rain, 
a messenger starts out w ith a tablet 
m arked w ith the date of the journey 
and the nam e of the district m aking 
the petition. Arriving at an oth er city, 
he pays a sum of money an d is allowed 
to d raw another tablet from the well, 
throw ing in his ow n by w ay of ex­ 
change. 
On th e return journey he is 
supposed to ea t only bran an d travel at 
top speed day and night. Som etim es he 
passes through districts as greatly in 
need of rain as his own. T h en the peo­ 
ple in these places w aylay him and, 
tem porarily borrowing his tablet, get 
the m in intended for another place. 
P ray ers are usually m ade in th e fifth 
and sixth months, w hen the rainfall is 
alw ays due, aud a limit of ten days is 
set for their effective operation. Under 
such conditions rain usually falls du r­ 
ing the prescribed time. 
W h en the 
prayers are in progress, th e umbrella, 
I am ong other objects, comes under the 
ban. In some provinces foreigners have 
been mobbed for carrying this harm ­ 
less article a t th at time.—New York 
j Commercial Advertiser.

a n d e a n a rug th a t Is on the floor may 
be, because over it they place the pray­ 
er ru g w hen th eir devotions begin. 
The T urkish rugs m ade a t Sivas ar* 
alw ays w oven of wool, and alm ost ev­ 
ery ham let carries on the Industry of 
w eaving In the homes. 
T here are no 
factories, the young girls an d women 
doing the w ork here as in other p arts 
of T urkey. 
S im s rugs are In m ost 
cases sm all, m easuring about eight by 
four feet, b u t in these years larger and 
m ore a ttra c tiv e "ugs are being made. 
E ven the poorest fam ilies have fine 
rugs, for they regard them as valuable 
property, to be sold only under the 
pressure of g reat extrem ity. T he w eav­ 
ers are so frugal in th eir m anner of 
living th at th eir daily earning of 15 to 
19 cents Is sufficient to supply th eir 
w ants 
T heir food consists usually of 
rice and crushed w heat, w ith occasion­ 
ally a sm all piece of m utton. 
Sm yrna is only a m art for the sale 
of com paratively Inferior rugs th at are 
m ade in th e Interior from the coarse 
h air of the Angora goat. 
These are 
woven In irregular designs aud, al­ 
though not artistic, are largely sought 
as coverings for the bare floors and to 
add w arm th. 
T he w eaving of these 
rugs is crudely done by girls and wo­ 
men. 
Som etim es the loom is prim itive­ 
ly constructed from th e tru n k s of trees. 
The designs are very sim ple and have 
eith er been handed dow n from earlier 
generations or are supplied from the 
city. 
Y uruk rugs are so called from a band 
of nom ads who dw ell am ong the m oun­ 
tain s of A natolia. 
They have large 
flocks of fine sheep and w eave rugs of 
firm, even texture. T he colors are very 
good, the field often of dark brow n, o r 
nam ented w ith large designs. 
A bout 200 years ago sm all em broider 
ed rugs w ere largely m ade in Persia, 
chiefly at Ispahan. These w ere prayer 
rugs, and on eaeb of them , near one 
end, w as a sm all em broidered m ark to 
show w here the bit of sacred earth 
from Mecca w as to be placed. In obe 
dience to a law of the K oran th a t the 
head m ust be bowed to the ground In 
p ray er th is w as touched by the fore­ 
head w hen the presentation w as made, 
and so the letter of the law w as carried 
out. T he custom prevails. T he Persian 
wom en w ho w eave the finest prayer 
rugs seldom w eave any o th er kind of 
rug.—“ Rugs, O riental and O ccidental.”

O n ly O n e I m p e a c h m e n t a n d h a t T w o 
R e s o l u t i o n * o f C e n s u r e . 
A ndrew Johnson w as the only presi­ 
dent of the U nited S tates ever im ­ 
peached, and on the trial before the 
senate lie w as acquitted, the vote in 
favor of conviction barely falling short 
of the necessary tw o-thirds. 
Tw o resolutions of censure on the 
president have been passed, once by 
th e senate and once by th e house, on 
occasions w hen the hostile m ajority 
w as not large enough either to pass 
m easures over the president s veto or 
to im peach him. 
T he first w as passed by th e sen ate on 
M arch 28. 1834, censuring President 
A ndrew Jackson for alleged violation 
of the constitution and law s by his re­ 
m oval of the j;o v ern m eat deposits from 
th e U nited S tates bank. 
The m ajority 
of the senate w as opposed to Jackson 
in his w ar upon th a t bank, and th is 
vote of censure w as the only thing 
they c*uld do about it. 
Jackson pro­ 
tested ag ain st this resolution as a 
charge to answ er w hich no opportunity 
could be afforded him. 
The sen ate re­ 
fused to receive the protest. 
Finally, 
on Jan. 16, 1837, th e resolution of cen­ 
sure w as expunged from the Journal 
of th e senate. 
T he second resolution of censure w as 
in a report adopted by th e house from 
the house com m ittee to w hich P resi­ 
dent John T y ler’s m essage vetoing the 
tariff bill cf 1842 Dad been referred. 
T his report censured the president foe 
alleged Im proper use of the veto power. 
T yler protested ag ain st this, as Ja c k ­ 
son had done before him , but he had, 
as a m em ber of th e senate, voted 
against 
receiving 
Jack so n ’s 
protest, 
and in an sw er to his protest th e house 
sent him a copy of the senate resolu­ 
tion on th e form er occasion.
